MET SUPERIOR FORCE 


Two British Ships Smashed by 
German Squadron Off Chile, 








Five Cruisers, Under Admiral Grat 
Vou Spee, Engage 
Monmouth, Light Cruiser Glasgow 
and Auxiliary Otranto — Mon- 
month Is Sunk With All Hands, 
and Goodhope Is Set on Fire. 


VALPARAISO, Nov. 4.—The Brit- 


{sh crulser Monmouth was sunk and | 


the cruiser Goodbope was badly dam- 


aged off Coronel, Chile, yesterday, 
when the German wars Gnelse~ 
nau, Scharnhorst, Nurnbek, Leipzig 
and Dresden attacked the British 
fleet, It is declared that the crew of 
the Monmouth hiive all perished. 

At last reports the Goodhope was 
on fire and it Is belleved she cannot 
de sared. 

The British crulsor Glasgow sought 
refuge in the harbor of Coronel and 
is now interned there, The auxiliary 
cruiser Otranto has escaped to Puer- 
to Montt. 


At mid-day yesterday the German | 


erulsers Scharnhorst, Nurnberg and 
Gneisenau were at anchor, unbarm- 
ed, in Valparaiso harbor. 

Admiral Graf Von Spee, command- 
er of the German fleet in Pacific wat- 
ers, arrived here yesterday \qorning 
and made the following report con- 
cerning a naval engagement with the 
British warships at sea off Coronel, 
last Sunday evening: 

“On Sunday, Nor, 1, between six 
and seven o’clock In the evening, dur- 
ing a heavy rain. and rough weather 
off Coronel, we sighted the British 
men-o'-war Goodbope, Monmouth and 
Glasgow and the armored cruiser 
Otranto, 

“AN ongagement ensued immedi- 
ately, All the ships opened a brisk 
cannonade with all thelr artillery. 
The Monmouth was sunk and the 
Goodhbope after a great explosion on 
board, took fire. Her subsequent fate 
ia pienown owing to darkness having 
set In. 

“The Glasgow and the Otranto 
also were damaged, the darkness pre- 
vented our obtaining knowledge of 
the extent of it. 

“Our ships, the Scharnborst and 
Nurnberg, were not damaged. The 
Gneisenau had six men wounded. The 
rest of our ships were undamaged.” 

The British cruisers Goodhope, 
Monmouth and. Glasgow were under 
command of Rear-Admiral Sir Chris. 
topher Cradock, and had been search- 
ing the coasts of South America for 
several beatae the object of en- 
gaging the Gernyan cruisers which 
had been destroying the British mer- 
ebant vessels. 

The British crulser Monmouth, re- 
ported sunk in the engagement yes- 
terday, was.,440 feet long, 66 feet 
beam and of 9,800 tons displacement, 
She carried fourteen 6-inch guns, 
elght 3-inch guns, three 3-poundérs 
and was fitted with two 18-inch tor- 
pedo tubes. Her complement was 
655 men. The Monmouth was bullt 
in 1899. 

The Goodhope, also reported lost, 
was the flagship of the squadron. She 
was 500 feet long, 71 feet beam and 
displaced 14,100 tons, She repre- 
sented the British nation at the 
Jamestown Exposition in 1909, She 
had a complement of 900 men, The 
Goodhope was bullt thirteen years 


ago. 

"The light cruiser Glasgow, which 
took refuge at Coronel, was built in 
1909. She is 430 feet long. 
The German armored cruisers 
Scharnhorst and Gnelcenau, aro als- 
ter ships of 11,600 tons. Both were 
bullt in 1906 and are 440 feet long 
on the water line. 

The Nurnberg is a small cruiser of 

3,640 tons and car-ics a complement 
of 295 men. She has ten 4.1-fach 
guns, ; 
The Dresden and Lelpsic, which 
are reported to havé been engaged in 
the battle, but the whereabouts of 
which following it have not been di- 
wulged, also are small cruisers, The 
Dresden is of 3,600 tons and the 
Lelpsic of 3,250 tons, They bave re- 
apectively complements of 321 and 
2Se amen.

VALPARAISO, Nor. 4.—The Brit-{ 
ish cruiser Monmouth was sunk and 
the crulser Goodbope was badly dam- 
aged of Coronel, Chile, yesterday, ; 
when the German warabips eoalses 
nau, Scharnhorst, Nurnberg, Leipzig 
and Dresden attacked the British 
fleet. It is declared that the crew of 
the Monmouth have all perished. 

At last reports the Goodhbope was 
on fire and it is believed she cannot 
be saycd. 

The British crulsor Glasgow sought 
refuge in the harbor of Coronel! and 
is now interned there. The auxiliary 
cruiser Otranto has escaped to Puer- 
to Montt. 
At mid-day yesterday the German | 
erulsers Scharnhorst, Nurnberg and: 
Gnelsenau were at anchor, unbarm- 
ed, in Valparaiso harbor. 

Admiral Graf Von Spee, command- 
er of the German fleet in Pacific wat- 
ers, arrived here yesterday morning 
and made the following report con- 
cerning a naval engagement with the 
British warships at sea off Coronel, ; 
last Sunday evening: 

“On Sunday, Nov. 1, between siz 
and seven o'clock in the evening, dur- 
{ng a heavy rain and rough weather 
off Coronel, we sighted the British 
men-9'-war Goodhope, Monmouth and 
Glasgow and the armored cruiser 
Otranto. 

“An ongagement ensued immedi- 
ately. All the ships opened a brisk 
cannonade with all thelr artillery. 
The Monmouth was sunk and the 
Goodhope after a great explosion on 
board, took fire. Her subsequent fate 
is unknown owing to darkness having 
set in. 

“The Glasgow and the Otranto 
also were damaged, the darkness pre- 
vented our obtaining knowledge of 
the extent of it. 

“Our ships, the Scharnhorst and 
Nurnberg, were not damaged. The 
Gnelsenap had six men wounded. The 
rest of our ships were undamaged.” 

The British cruigern Goodhope, 
Monmouth and. Glasgow were under 
command of Rear-Admiral Sir Chris- 
topher Cradock, and had been search- 
ing the coasts of South America for 
several weeks with the object of en- 
gaging the German cruisers which 
had been destroying the British mer- 
chant vessels. 

The British crulser Monmouth, re- 
ported sunk in the engagement yes- 
terday, was,440 feet long, 66 feet 
beam and of 9,800 tons displacement, 
She carried fourteen 6-inch guns, 
eight 23-inch guns, three 3-poundérs 
and was fitted with two 18-inch tor- 
pedo tubes, Her complement was 
855 men. The Monmouth was built 
in 1899. ° 
The Goodhope, also reported lost, 
was the flagship of the squadron. She 
was 500 feet long, 71 feet beam and 
displaced 14,100. tons, She repre- 
sented the British nation at the 
Jamestown Exposition in 1909. She 
had a complement of 900 men, The 
Goodhope was bullt thirteen years

The light cruiser Glasgow, which 
took refuge at Coronel, waa built in 
1909. ‘She is 430 feet long. 

The German armored cruilsere 
Scharnhorst and Gnelcenau, are als- 
ter ships of 11,600 tons. Both were 
built in 1906 and are 440 feet long 
on the water line. . 

The Nurnberg is a small crulser of 
3,540 tons and car-ies a complement 
of 295 men, She has ten 4.1-jach 
guns. : 

The Dresden and Lelpsic, which 
are reported to have been engaged in 
the battle, but the whereabouts of 
which following it have not been di- 
wulged, also are small cruisers. The 
Dresden is of 3,600 tons and: the 
Lelpsic of 3,250 tons.

“In @ violent offensive movement 
by the Germans north of Arras, we 
lost a few trenches which later were 
retaken, 

“In the Argonne (region of St. 
Hubert) all the German attacks have 
been successfully repulsed. 

“Concerning the remainder of the 
battle front there ts nothing of tm- 
portance to report.” 

Yesterday afternoon's War Office 
report from Varis says: 

“On our left wing the allied forces 
have made slight progress to the east 
of Nieuport on the right bai of the 
Yser. From Dixmude to the Lys the 
German attacks were renewed yester- 
day, but at a number of poinis with 
lessened energy, particularly with re- 
gard to the actions of their Infantry. 

“The Franco-British jines have at 
no point drawn back/and our troops, 
undertaking the offennive, have made 
notable progress in several directions. 
Between the region of La Bassee and 
pine Somme the day was notable, par- 
| teutnely for ap artillery contest, 

“In the region of Roye we have 
maintained our occupation of Le 
Quesnoy-en-Santerre and advanced 
Perceptibly in the direction of An-; 
dechy. 

“On the centre, between the Otse 

~j} and the Moselle, there has been « re- 
‘-*/ crudescence of the activity of the Ger- 
mans, manifested especially by their’ 
artillery fire. 

“Summing up it may be sald that 
the attacks of the enemy at yarfous 
points on our front have been re- 
pulsed, in some instances after en 
enxagement which lasted all day 
long.

mounted troops, who are now fighting 
as Infantry, 

Sooner or later the situation will 
change and mounted troops wilt re- 
sume.the role which, temporarily, 
they have abandoned, The four regi- 
ments of Canadian mounted rifies 
which the Government has decided to 
organize will probably be of 600 men 
each, a total of about 2,400,

Says He Had Ordefs to:Send News 
of the Fleet, But not to do 
Any Spying 


LONDON, Nov, 6.—Karl Hans Lody 
alias Charles A. Inglis, charged with 
esplonage and on trial for his life be- 
‘fore a court-martial under the presi- 
dency of Lord Cheylesmore, entered 
the . witness box in the Middlesex 
Guildhall yesterday afternoon as socn 
as the proecution had closed its caso 

Lody gave an ontline of his mission 
to England. He said that formerly he 
was a senior Jleutenant tn the German 
navy, but later he was transferred to 
the reserve. He obtained an appoint- 
ment as taurist agent for the Ham- 
burg-American Line, Incidentally, he 
sald, he was well known in New York 
soclety, When ‘in‘Berlin last July, 
Lody said, he received instructions 
from a superior naval officer whose 
pame he was _ pledged not to reveal. 
His instructions were to select a route 
to New York. He was not to start for 
Antierica, but was to remain in Enkg- 
land util the first naval enrounte: 
was fought between Germany and Eng: 
land, and give information regarding 
the actual lossea to the British fleet. 
He was then to proceed to New York. 

Lody said also that he had been in- 
structed to keep track on the move- 
ments of the British fleet, but that he 
had been warned not to do any spy- 
ing. 

Replying to counsel he admitted that 
au structions caused his uneasi- 
ness¥but.he was assured that he was 
sufficiently American in appearunce to 
disarm suspicion, , 

Lody remarked In the courso of hla 
recital that he had married two years 
ago an American woman of German 
descent, ..Thia. matrimonial venture, 
however, was a failure, and the mar- 

riage. was dissolved, his father-in-law 
paying Lim $10,000 “to compensate mg, 
for my financial losses.” 

The prisoner explained that he totd 
the man who gave him his instruction. 
in Bertin that he could not travei wito- 
out the necessary document. This offi- 
clal had replied that he must travel as 
an American; and, Lody added, “In 
consequence of that I received an Am- 
erican passport.” 

Lody, who wept once or twice while 
teeatifying, said that lt was his inten- 
ion when he married to become an 
American citizen. He claimed mem- 
bership in several New York societies, 
such as the Japan, Peace anid Phitip- 
pine societies, Laat summer he serv- 
ed on Emperor Williani’s yacht, the 
Meteor, 

Owing to the character of the evl- 
dence given yesterday the public was 
excluded from the court room. ‘Tho 
trial was adjourned until tomorrow. 

There was a sensational incident in 
the course of Lody’s examination. A 
man who throughout tlie trial had oc 
cupled a seat on one of thy War Office 
benches, and who was suposed to be 
connected with this branch of the Gov- 
ernment was suddenly pounced upon 
by detectives and removed from the 
building under a milltary escort.

LONDON, Nov. 10.—That Britain 
is prepared to carry on the war to 
the bitter end, with every confidence 
in the result, was the tenor of 
apeeches at the annual banquet in- 
2ugurating the new Lord Mayor of 
London at Guildball last evening, de- 
iivered by the men who are responsi- 
Sle forthe conduct of the war. 

Notable speeches were made by the 
Prime Ministey, H. H. Asquith, Field 
Marshal Earl Kitchener, Secretary for 
War, and Winston Churchill, First 
Lord of the Admiralty. Lord Kitch- 
ener, whose massive figure, clad in 
service khaki, towered over the audi- 
ence of a thousand men and women 
in the hbiatoric building, while ex- 
Pressing satisfaction.at the response 
to his call for men and the progress 
of thelr miljtary ning. impressed 
upon the nation: thaé the war would 
be a long one, and he would require 
more men and still more until the en- 
emy is crushed.” 

He also made a quiet reference to 
the British army, which, he said, “has 
proved itself to be not so contempt- 
ible an engine of war as some were 
disposed to consider it,” and remind- 
ed his hearers that the enemy would,

The best varicties of absinthe a 
tain between 70 and 80 per cent. of al- 
cohol The United States prohibits its 
{ importation. 

Aftef absinthe the principal Iquers 
made wholly atey in France are 
benedictine, chartreuse, creme de men- 
the, kirach and vermouth. 

France {s rated as the largest con- 
sumer of Hqueurs, although the statis- 
tica available do not show the amount 
of alcoho! consumed in tifis form. In 
1912 a total of 1,641,406,000 gallons of 
wine were consumed in France and 
70,903,000 gallons of alcohol.

*A vivid story of the battle of. the 
Aisue, and *f the gullant deeds which 
led to lls belng reccmmended for the 
Victorian Cress, was wld to a press 
tepresentative by” Private J. War- 
wiek, of the’ 3nd Durhag Light.

She ts Waging Three Great Bat- 
tles on Eastern Front. 





The Conflicts In the Middle and South 
Will Have Decisive Results on the 
Outcome of the War — Germany 
on Warta and Vistula Are Now 
on the Defensive and Advance Ih 
a Hazardous One, 


LONDON, Nov. 21.—Two big bat- 
tles, elther or both of which may 
have decisive results, are being 
fought in Poland, and a third con- 
ict of almost as great importance is 
progressing In East Prussia. 

Of the three battles, that which is 
tow at its height between the Vistula 
aod Warta rivers, and in which the 
Russians last night claimed success, 
is exciting the’ greatest Interest. ‘The 
Germans, It is belleved, have brought 
up by their Hine of strategic railway 
in Posen and Silesia atenst half a 
mililon men fn an effort to break the 
Russian line at this point. Weather 
conditions, the frozen ground and the 
situation of the battlefield. favor a 
really decisive battle to a degree 
which has not existed on any other 
fields of the present war, 

The other battle in Poland is tak- 
Ing place on the Cracow-Czenttocho- 
wa front, and both the Russians and 
the Germans claim that ft Is pro- 
ceeding satisfactorily for them. In 
East. Prussia the Russians’ advance 
is moving slowly through the coun- 
try surrounding the Mazurlan Lakes, 
which is dificult of passage, In 
Galicta the Russians are going stead- 
fly westward and at the same time 
are seizing the passes of the Car- 
pathians,

The Germans have been forced to

Their last effort to piece the Russian 
line north of Kutno resulted In one | 
of thelr cavalry divisons getting into 
a crossfire from the Russian infantry 
entrenched with a strong support of 
machine-guns, The result was that 
over 3,000 dead and wounded weré 
Teft on the feld by the Germans, and 
the vanguard of thelr advance fell 
back on the main body, which is now 
spreading {itself among the defensive 
positions around the woods. 

The Russian pressure continues 
without any necessity of transferring 
troops from the army that is work- 
ing through re or from opera- 
tions against the fine from Kalisch 
to Czenstochowsa. 

‘ Granville Fortescue, Petrograd 
correspondent for the The London 
Telegraph, says:— 

The new German _ offensive 
stretches from the Vistula river to 
the Warta. This plan has been adopt- 
ed by the enemy, and his corps oc- 
cupy a front from Plock to Lengez- 
yoa, with his right flank pivoting 
southwest from this latter position. 

In this new attack the first army 
of the Germans made a rapid march 
down both sidea of the Vistula, aban- 
doning the line of railway and rely- 
ing on the country roads as its line 
of communication.

CORPSES. EVERYWHERE 





Germans In Neighborhood of Brit- 
ish Bosition Are Received Every 
Day — Toumy Atkins Now Has 
Hot Baths In Vata and Emerges 
Fit for Prodigies of Valor. 


. LONDON, Nov. 23, — Col. E, D. 
Swinton, the British official eye-wit- 
ness with the expeditionary forces on 
the continent, writes: — : 
“Around Ypres we continually are 
finding fresh evidence of the slaugh- 
ter Infilcted.on the enemy. On the 


15th one of the battalions while ad- 
vancing discovered a German trench 
manned by 17: corpses, while there 
were 49 more in a house close by. On 
the next day a patrol discovered 60 
dead In front of one trench and 50 
more opposite another, All the farms 
and cottages to our front are charnel 
houses, : 

“The significance of such small 
numbers ies only in the fact that 
they represent the killed in a very 
amall aréa. ‘ 

“Acctrding to prisoners the Ger- 
man aitempt to take Ypres proved 
costly. One stated that there were 
only 15 survivors out of his platoon, 
which went Into action 50 strong. An- 
other reported that of 250 men who 
advanced with him, only 19 returned. 
It,is believed that one Bavarian regi- 
ment, 3,000 strong. which left Ba- 
varla for the front on Oct, 19, bad 
sonly 1,200 men left when an attack 
was made along the Menin-Ypres road 
on Nov, 14, in which It again suffer- 
ed severely. 

“The plight of some units of new 
formetiona ix even worse, one regl- 
ment of the third reserve corps hav- 
Ing six hundred men out of 3,000. 

“If the period since the beginolng 
of the war {is considered, the num- 
bers are even greater. For instance 
of the 15th corps, one regiment lost 
60 oMecers and 2,500 men. Another 
fost 3.000 men. These Ogures include 
casuallien of every kind — killed, 
wounded and missing. ad 

“In all four days the weather was 
bad. Generally fine and froatly in the 
early morning, It turned to heavy 
raln as the day wore on. Thursday 
snow started to fall about 1 p.m, and 
continued -uotil about six o’clock. It 
fell [In large aoft fakes, which covered 
the ground for two inches and melted 
under foot. The state of the roads, 
already bad, was rendered worse. 

_ “The condition of the trenches be- 
came wretched beyond description. 
From having to aft or stand In a mix- 
ture of straw and Hiquid mud, the 
men had to contend with half frozen 
slush. ‘It.{s an fll wind, however,’ 
and one good point about the wet 
weather is that {t made the ground 
so soft that the enemy's howitzer 
shells, sink some deptha before they 
detonate and expend a great part of 
their energy in an upward direction, 
throwing the mud about. 

“Nevertheless, the wet and cold 
have added greatly to the bardships 
of the troops In the trenches and the 
problem how to enable to keep their 
feet reasonably dry and warm now ie 
engaging serious attention, 

“At one place, owing to the kind- 
ness of the proprietor, certain works 
recently were placed at our disposal 
ax a wholesale bath house, lavatory 
and repair shop. In the works are 
a number of vats, large enotigh to 
contain several men at one time, They 
nerve most excellently for the provi- 
alons of hot baths for the men on re- 
lef from the trenches. 

“While the men are enjoying their 
bath, their clothes are taken away, 
their underclothing wasbed or burn- 
ed and replaced by a new set. At 
the same time their uniforms are fu- 
migated, cleaned and repaired and 
buttons sewed on. . The repo

“When they come out cleaned, re- 
freshed and reclothed, they are dif- 
ferent-beings. Not ovly is this a xood 
thing from the point of view of the 
happiness and comfort of the indlvl- 
dual, but It fs a distinct gale in his 
fighting value, and an asset to the 
force.

Sample tents 
erected in Green Park, Piccadilly, and 
used’ by the Territorlals, showed that 
both men and horsea were better pro- 
tected than under canvas.

which they.needed more and more as 
.the war proceeded. Even if England 
were alogle-banded, there would be 
ho reason (o despair, but with the 
French in control in the Mediterran- 
ean and Japan io the Pacific and the 
Russian navy developing, “we could 
go on Indefaltely, reeciving our sup- 
Plies {rom wherever we need them, 
transporting our troops wherever 
they are required and continue the 
Process’ with’ our strength growing 
Rreater every month, until at the end 
sof perhaps’ a not very distant date, 
we achieve the purpose for. which we 
are fighting.” 

As’ for bullding, the Firat Lord 
sald, England would add fifteen capl- 
tal ships to her fleet before the end 
of 1915 to Germany's three, In fact, 
he declared, England could lose one 
super-dreadnovght monthly for a 
year and atill maintain her superior- 
ity over Germany In these ships. 

Light cruisers, Mr. Churchill con- 
tinued, were being rapidly added to 
the British fleet, and England had 
commissioned’ since the commence- 
ment of ihe war more than Germany 
had had destroyed or interned. This 
Bumber, Including the Breslau, he 
said. amounted to six. 

The Joss of British merchant ships, 
the First Lord said, waa a toss that 
had been anticipated by the Admir- 
alty. Nevertheless, England had been 
able, by virtue of ita sea power, to 
draw from all over the world for the 
cause of the alllea everything that 

needed, Including an abundant 
supply of munitions, while deficien- 
cies In these commodities were be- 
ginning clearly to show in the en- 
emy’s milftary-organization. 

“We ‘have been at war for four 
months and I should like to consider 
how the process of attrition is work- 
fog,” said the Firat lord of the Ad- 
miralty, referring to the German plan 
of reducing the British fleet by raids. 
“The number of submarines lost on 
both asldes has been equal. Our de- 
stroyers have shown an enormous su- 
periority in gun power, and we have 
lost none of them, while eight or ten 
of the enemy’a have heen destroyed. 
Wo have lost six of the older armored 
erulsers and Germany has lost two; 
but we have three or four times ax 
many of these an the enemy has. Of 
the most Important class of minor 
vessels, modern fast light cruisers, we 
have lost two. out of thirty-six; Ger- 
many has lost six out of twenty-five.”
